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PRIMARY APPEAL 
PLAN OF HOPKINS. 


Senator Announces Intention 
of Asking Vote of People 
if the Deadlock Con- 
tinues Unbroken.

senator before the Tiiinois lesisthtere has 
wound up its earthly affairs and adjourned 
sine die, has announced his purpose of ap- 
pealing to the people of the state again. 

Mr. Hopkins, who has discovered from a 
talk with Mr. Taft that the new president will 
not think it advisable for him to begin his 
administration by endeavoring to control the 
course of events in the various states,chas 
declared his intention, in the case that his 
reélection be much further postponed, of 
using his pledged vote to tie the legislature 
up in a deadlock which will continue until 
the assembly has adjourned. 

It is his intention then to carry his candi- 
dacy to the voters of the state, an intention 
which does not carry a fully developed plan 
as yet, but which seems to be based on the 
hope that there will be a favorable decision 
from the Supreme court of Illinois in the 
primary law case and which appears to in- 
dicate Mr. Hopkins’ purpose to await another 
state primary. 

Governor to Aid in Plan. 

It is Gov. Deneen's purpose to prolong the 
deadlock until the legislative program with 
regard to deep waterway and asylum reor- 
ganization can be carried out, in case Mr. 
Hopkins should not be reélected within the 
next two weeks and the governor and the 
senator easily can bring about a continuance 
of the present condition. 

Mr. Hopkins has not abandoned all hope 
that Mr. Taft will.use his influence in II- 
nois political affairs in such a way as to make 
the re@lection of the present junior senator 
possible. He hes arranged a meeting be- 
tween Gov. Deneen and Mr. Taft for Friday, 
he himself to be present. The object is to 
have a thorough discussion of Illinois poli- 
tics, but there is no prospect of practical ro- 
sults. 

Mr. Taft has made it apparent that he does 
not propose to interfere in state politics, 
either in Illinois or in any other state, and 
Gov. Deneen, who came to Wash today 
with his staff and with the Iilinols state offi- 
dials, does not propose to have hig own ac- 
tions or intentions debated without present- 
ing his own view of the situation. 


Deneen Recalls Hopkins’ Silence. 

Gov. Deneen is pretty thoroughly convinced 
that the situation in which Mr. Hopkins finds 
himself can find a satisfactory explanation 
in the refusal of Republicans generally to 
submit to majority rule in other matters and 
that Mr. Hopkins, when it was plain such a 
situation was being created, did nothing to 
help stop the cause of it? For that reason 
Mr. Deneen is hardly willing to listen to a 
lecture on the subject of Republicanism, and 
Mr. Taft. as has been made apparent, has 
no other thought so far from his mind ag 
‘that of laying down the law regarding the 
senatorial. succession in Illinois, 

For these reasons it fs not probable—it is 
almost impossible—that any conference 
which Mr. Taft. Gov. Deneen, and Senator 
Hopkins may have next Friday, if the new 
president shall find time for it, will be pro- 
ductive of apy material results in the sub- 
sequent balloting in the Ilinols assembly. 

The IIunois deadlock seems almost certain 
to last until shortly before adjournment of 
the legislature. If Senator Hopkins’ plans 
can be carried out the assembly will adjourn 
without electing @ senator unlese it can he 
prevailed on to elect Hopkins. If Gov. 
Deneen’s plans are carried out there will be 
no election until shortly before adjournment 
nor until after the administration legislative 

am has had its day in court. Fora part 
of the way the plans of the senator and goy- 
ernor travel in company, They may take di- 
verging roads just before the legislature ad- 


journs. | 
There may then be an election and it may 


not be Senator Hopkins who will figure for- 
tunately in the result. The fortunate person 
may be either Gov. Deneen or Congressman 
Frank O. Lowden. 


Loopholes in Deneen’s Denials. 

Mr. Deneen has been to considerable pains, 
both on the journey of the Illinois special to 
Washington and since its arrival here at 
noon today, to deny that he has any inten- 
tion, remote or conditional, to accept the 
senatorship under any terms or in any cir- 
cumstances. It is Mr. Deneen's curious fate 
to find his most pronounced denials taken as 
indicative only of his position in existing cir- 
cumstances and as not binding & case condi- 
tions be changed entirely. 

Furthermore, it is curious that he should 
be regarded as the almost certain successor 
of Benator Hopkins in case that the deadlock 
be prolonged until near the end of the session, 
Congressman Lowden is placed second in the 
running to Gov. Deneen, with Congressman 
William B. McKinley of Champaign third.

BALLOT SHOCKS CANNON. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—The ship sub- 
may mn, previously passed by the senate, 
wes defeated in the house of representatives 
today by three votes, the count being 172 
to 175. The opponents of the measure were 
wildly cheered. 

Representative Goldfogle of New York 
came in, occupying an invalid chair, having 
been brought from a hospital, where he had 
undergone an operation on his knee cap. He 
was determined to record his name against 


the bill, 


The debate on the bill consumed the en- 


tire afternoon, during which a large number 
of members made speeches for and against it. 
Mr. Moon of Tennessee led the opposition to 
the measure. : 

“It is an infernal fraud, designed to plun- 
der the treasury,”’ he declared. 

Speaking of the provision for the training 
of American boys, and answering the plea 
of patriotism advanced by Mr. Landis, who 
had pleaded for the measure, he said that it 
was but a blind to hide the giving of the 
people’s money to corporations of ship own- 


ers. 
Clark Upholds Moon’s Stand. 

The climax came when Minority Leader 
Clark declared that a lobby had been carried 
on right on the floor of the house in favor 
of the passage of the bill. 

It is an outrage to a civilized country,“ 
he declared, this thing of coaxing men, of 
buttonholing men, and I undertake to say 
that when Mr. Moon of Tennessee denounced 
this bill as an infernal fraud he used lan- 
guage that he was justified in using.“ 

The debate against the bill was closed by 
Mr. Cockran of New York. He denounced 
the sending of the American flag abroad by 
a subsidy “as an outrageous concession of 
the enslaving of a people through the agency 
of a government.” 

As their champion the advocates of the bil! 
put forth Representative Fassett of New 
York, who was the closing speaker. He re- 
ferred to the condition of the battleship fleet 
on its return from its recent encircling of the 
globe, and that it showed that Americans 
could build as good machinery and the coun- 
try has as good commanders as any country 
in the world. But no tender carrying the 
American flag went the trip with the fleet, 
he added. 

Trade Wars in Future. 

“The wars of the future will not be gun 
wars, said Mr. Fassett, “‘ but trade wars. 
They will be wars to get goods to the world's 
markets. In that war we cannot choose 
weapons, but must fight with the weapons 
of our opponents. We must face facts, not 
syllogisms.” 

Others to speak for the bill were Goebel 
of Ohio, Humphreys of Washington, and 
Hobson of Alabama. Others against it were 
Small of North Carolina, Kustermann and 
Stafford of Wisconsin, Lioyd of Missouri, 
Sulzer of New York, Burton of Ohio, Saun- 
ders of Virginia, Wilson of Pennsylvania, 
Clark of North Carolina, Steenerson of Min- 
nesota, Finley of South Carolina, and Norris 
of Nebraska. 

A scene of confusion followed the roll call. 
With the announcement of the vote of 172 
in the affirmative, the speaker hesitated to 
get a good breath, and then said “‘ 175 in the 
negative.” The Democratic side of the house 
proke forth in cheers. 

Mr. Overstreet, in charge of the bill, was 
recognized, and he asked to be permitted 
to change his vote. This would have al- 
lowed him to move to reconsider and have 
another vote on the bill. The speaker in- 
formed him that the vote had been an- 
nounced and his request came too late.

PROSPERITY WAVE IS HERE, 
JUDGING BY DIAMOND IMPORTS 


Report of Appraiser of New York Shows 
Big Increase for February Compared 
with Same Month Last Year. 


New York, March 2.—From figures made 
public today by the appraiser of the port it 
appears that the prosperity wave has at last 
reached these shores, 

During February the value of the dia- 
monds, pearls, rubies, and other gems en- 
tered aggregated $2,916,710, a gain over these 
imports during February, 1908, of $200,447. 

On all other imports the total. value aggre- 
gated $66,857,526, or $18,500,000 more than for 
the corresponding month last year. 

One item of particular interest to American 
automobile manufacturers is the fact that 
the import of foreign made automobiles is 
decreasing rapidly. The imports of this class 
for February, 1908, consisted of sixty cars, 
valued at $131,870, as against 107 cara, valued 
at $224,531, for February, 1008.

Some gowns that 
were finished have gone, but that for the in- 
augural ball is not yet finished, and a per- 
fect bevy of young women are still working 
at it. Mrs. Taft has declined to employ 
other than American materials, American 
design, and American workmanship in any 
of her newest gowns. The only things that 
are not American in the inaugural ball gown 
are rose point lace draping the bodice and 
the paste buckle belt which adorn it.

“Mr. O’Laughliin has informed the presi- 
dent that he is regretfully compelled to de- 
cline the appointment, having arranged to 
associate himself with Taz Curcaco TrRIB- 
UNE.” 

His Friendship with Roosevelt. 

By President Roosevelt's own admission, 
after several years’ friendship, Mr. O Laugh- 
Un has been of greater service to him in vari- 
ous important dealings with foreign affairs 
than any person around Washington not in 
official life. 

Washington correspondent for Tus 
Turnen, Mr. O' Laughlin attended the Ports- 
mouth peace conference and was called upon 
several times by the president for private in- 
formation as to progress being made by that 
important gathering. Mr. O’Laughlin fig- 
ured largely under the surface in important 
negotiations leading up to an agreement be- 
tween the United States and Japan, which 
was effected by the state department last 
fall. 

The post at Buenos Ayres became vacant a 
few weeks ago through the decision of Mr. 
Taft to make Huntington Wilson of Chicago 
his first assistant secretary of state.

| BILL MAKES BETTING FELONY | 


Tippit Asks Legislature to Pass 
Rigid Gambling Measure, 


JIM O'LEARY IS HARD HII. 


Penitentiary Term Provided for Wag- 
ers on Elections, 


Springfield. III. March 2.—[Special.}—Gam- 
bling on any sort of contest is made a peni- 
tentiary offense in a bill offered in the house 
by Representative Tippit today. Not only 
is all bookmaking or pool selling on any 
trial of speed or endurance prohibited in the 
bill but there is a clause declarigpg it a fel- 
ony to register bets upon the result of any 
political nomination, appointment, or elec- 
tion. The measure also extends punishment 
to any person who becomes the custodian of 
any money or property wagered. 

The provision regarding election bets would 
knock out Jim O'Leary’s election book. 

The personal experience of Representative 
Tippit in racing horses, he declares, has 
convinced him that in the interests of pure 
sport and the future of harness horse racing 
the proposed measure is necessary. 

“I am convinced the pool sellers are often 
in collusion with the track officials and that 
the best horse does not always win,” said 
Representative Tippit. The honest horse- 
men want this bill. The dishonest do not. 
This bill can be passed and I want to take 
the responsibility of being the father of it.“ 


Many Aid Shore Fight. 

The measure was sent to the speaker's 
table. 

A number of communications have been 
received by legislators bearing on the pro- 
posed investigation of the title of the state 
to land along the shore of Lake Michigan 
in Chicago. It is held that the right of the 
state to such shore lands has been usurped 
by private property owners. Some of the 
letters contain government reports on the 
shore lands. 

The resolution recently passed in the leg- 
islature calls for the appointment of a joint 
committee of ten, six representatives and 
four senators, to investigate and re- 
port to the next general assembly. It also 
carries a provision for the appropriation of 
$10,000 for expenses. 

Among the bills introduced were: 

House bill 100, by Chiperfield, providing for the 
repeal of the clause in the present penal laws 
which permits 40 per cent of the labor of convicts 
to be devoted to private contract The measure 
provides for a return to the old system by which the 
entire labor of the convicts in penitentiaries should 
be devoted to public work. 

House bill 200, by Dillon, providing for the pun- 
ishment of any person who presents a false am- 
davit relative to his or her previous divorce when 
applying for a marriage license. 


Limits Power of Prosecutor. 

The house committee * judiciary today re- 
ported for passage a bill introduced by Chip- 
erfield (houge bill 116), aimed against the lati- 
tude now afforded states attorneys in obtain- 
ing and trying Indictments for conspiracy. 

The bill provides that when two or more 
persons unlawfully conspire to commit a 
crime and do commit it they shall be liable 

only to punishment for the commission of 
= crime; that no conviction shall be had 
for criminal conspiracy without the commis- 
sion of an overt act, and that punishment 
for conspiracy shall not be greater than for 
the contemplated crime. 

It aims a death blow at the present laws 
relating to conspiracy,’’ Chiperfleld said. A 
man should be punished for what he ddes and 
not for what he intended to do. The present 
laws constitute a club by which a state’s 
attorney can beat off anybody’s head.“ 

The bill was reported for passage. 


JAMES MILLIKIN, BANKER; DEAD. 


Decatur Millionaireand Founder of Uni- 
versity Closes Life While in 
the South. 3 


Decatur, III., March 2.—[Special.]--James 
Millikin, a millianaire banker of Decatur, 
died at Orlando, Fla., today: The body will 
be brought to Decatur for burial on Saturday. 

Mr. Millikin gave the land on which Milli- 
kin university stands and nearly $500,000 to 
build it. He also built the Anna B. Millikin 
Home for Aged Woman. His wealth was 
estimated at 31,500,000. 

Mr. Millikin was born in Washington cou.- 
ty, Pa., and came to Danville in the eariy 
50s. He moved to Decatur in 1887.

Finding themselves powerless to bring in 
the absentees, the Stephenson men finally 
adjourned. the joint session until noon to- 
morrow. 
Managers of Senator Stephenson tonight 
says he will be reélected on joint ballot to- 
morrow at noon. They declare they have the 
assurance of a sufficient number of legisla- 
tors to make a quorum at joint session, and 
Stephenson will have a majority of votes... 
The anti-Stephenson leaders, however, held 
a conference tonight, and say they believe 
they will have sufficient members to go into 
joint session and prevent Stephenson's re- 
election. 
Both elements are working hard. If the 
anti-Stephenson members remain away from 
the joint session, as they have done the last 
two days, it is predicted Stephenson will 
be reélected, if only because, with six of 
his supporters absent today, he came with- 
in two votes of election.

County option repeal was a Democratic 
platform proposition in thé last campaign, 
but since the election so many counties have 
voted dry under the new law that public 
sentiment has had an influential effect on a 
number of Democratic legislators. 

Several of these have drawn themselves 
out of line with their party on the matter of 
trying to repeal the law at. the present aes- 
sion of the assembly. 

Senators McCarty and Tilden, Democrats, 
were with the Republicans in the decisive 
vote today.

Country Solidly on Gold Basis, 

After all my ineffectual efforts to find out 
about exports and imports in the other coun- 
tries, what a pleasure it was to be referred to 
a bureau which filled your pockets and arms 
with statistical information—e pleasure sec- 
ond only to knowing thet the money in your 
purse was worth the same rate of exchange 
in the morning as when you went to bed. 

Costa Rica is solidly on the gold basis. Her 
| taxes are chiefly on imports and by weight, 
but under e more reasonable scale else- 
where. The SpanishAmerican custom of no 
land tax etill prevails. It isa country of land- 
owners, and if a landowner wants to borrow 
money, instead of laying e mortgage he can 
laue debentures on hie property. Titles are 
clear and the books carefully kept open to all 
to see whatever loan standwagainst any hold- 


America. 

And another thing: Though the Costa Ric- 
ans build Ubrartes and opera houses out of 
their budget of $7,000,000 a year—which is 
larger per capita than ourown—they are con- 
scious of an inconsistency which never oc- 
curs to any other Central American nation. 
They have actually become ashamed of de- 
faulting on the interest on their national debt. 
It is their first apology as surely asthe opera 
house and the blue eyed girls are their first 
boast. At the last session of their congress a

Government an Oligarchy. 

The goverüment of Costa Rica is really 
an oligarchy. For generations the rule has 
been vested in forty old Spanish families, 
which are much intermarried. The well-to- 
do people can usually claim the president as 
a distant relation. There are Conservatives 
and Liberals, with the Liberals mostly in 
power of late years. Congress has its old- 
fashioned memberé who think that the 
country is going to the dogs; its Tillmans: its 
scholarly orators, proud of their Castilian 
pronunciation; its rising young lawyers, 
look! for a reputation at any cost, and 
the trustbuster, after the corporation, which, 
in this instance, is a wicked foreigner; .ae 
United Fruit company. I quote a passage 
that I heard at one of the sessions: 

“Our moral depression is such that we 
cannot overcome the invasion of the Ameri- 
can multi-millionaires who trade their 
fortunes for European coronets. Their 
daughters escape from their unhappy con- 
sorts by divorce, but we Costa Ricans can- 
not make laws to free us, in turn, from the 
abominable concubinage of the Yankee ele- 
ment, which treats us as if we were a de- 
generate race.” 

That does not represent public opinion gen- 
erally, but one suggestive section of it. 
Gosta Rica is the only country, from the Rio 
Grande to the Peruvian border, which en- 
jjoys free speech. The president of Costa 
Rica. Sefior Gonzales-Viges is a quiet, un- 
demonstrative, sensible man. 


Proud of Their Sanitation. 

The president's hobby is sanitation. He 
has made it so vital that the canal sone 
doctors, after an examination, have con- 
cluded that zone employés may spend their 
vacations in Costa Rica if they please. The 
health conditions of the country are due 
entirely to the initiative of the Costa Rica 
government itself. No advice or suggestion 
was necessary. After the opera house and 
the blue eyed girls, the Costa Ricans are 
proud of their clean streets. ; 

Any buffeted traveler of Central American 
trails feels grateful to this little country, 
whose charm even t season of torrential 
rains could not efface. It is the most peace- 
ful, the happiest, and the best governed of 
all the republics in the south. Mexico is 
many stages behind it in constitutional gov- 
ernment. The coffee lands and the banana 
lands assure prosperity as long as humanity 
needs foods and drink. No fear of what may 
happen when a dictator dies threatens its 
future. Stability is founded on the bedrock 
of the people’s character. 

Costa Rica ts the one exitibit which justi- 
fies the high ideal of the Monroe doctrine. 
To interfere o es or permit any foreign 
nation to interfere with her affairs would be 
a crime on a par with our suffering Zelaya's 
régime of rapine and ravages to continue 
unmolested.

DECISION OF WIDE IMPORT 


Findings Show That Earnings of 
Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific Are Excessive. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—Phe intcr- 
state commerce commission today, in an 
prepared by Commissioner Prouy, 
upon the two points in the complaint 
filed by the city of Spokane, Wash., against 
the Northern Pacific, Great Northern, and 
Union Pacific railroads in which it is held 
that, although rates from eastern destina- 
tions to Spokane were higher than to Seattle, 
@ more distant point, they were not unlawful, 
put also that rates from eastern points to 
eare unjust and unreasonable. 

The decision reduces class rates from St. 
Paul to Spokane 162-3 per cent and makes 
gubstantially the same reduction from Chi- 
cago to Spokane. Rates east of Chicago are 
pot dealt with. The order is effective May }. 
, The points raised by the city of Spokane 


were:

„First, that the rates from eastern des- 
¢inations to Spokane were higher than to’ 
Seattle, a more. distant point. 

“Second, that the rates to Spokane were 
ipherently unreasonable.”’ 

On the first points the defendants main- 
tained that water competition compelled 
them to charge the rates in effect at Seattle. 
and that, therefore, they might charge a 
higher rate to Spokane without violating the 
long and short hau! provision or without dis- 
criminating against Spokane under the law. 

The commission sustains the claim of the 
defendants in this respect, and holds that 
the rates to Spokane, although higher than 
to Seattle, are not unlawful. 

. On the second point the commission sus- 
tains the claim of the petitioner, and holds 
that the rates from eastern destinations to | 
Gpokane are unjust and unreasonable. It 
reduces rates from St. Paul to Spokane 16% 
per cent, and makes substantially the same 
reduction from Chicago,to Spokane. Rates 
east of Chicago are not dealt with.

This great depaftment, which is watch- 
ing over the lives of the people, if the 
committee’s recommenddtion is adopted 
will be compelled on April lst to drop the 
contagious disease imspection for the lack 
of $15,000! At present eight physicians 
are in charge of this vitally important 
work. It is proposed that Commissioner 
Evans ask the school inspectors to do it 
for the sake of economy. The proposal 
is not practicable. These school in- 
spectors, “with 3,000 school children under 
the care of each, are already ‘overworked. 
Furthermore, many of them are not 
equipped for the work thus to be re 
quired of them. 

Whether they serve or not, the city 
will be at the mercy of epidemics. 

On behalf of the public safety Tun 
TRIBUNE challenges this recommenda- 
tion of the committee. The reduction 
of the health department’s means by 
$45,000 is a serious mistake. The with- 
drawal of the $15,000 necessary to main- 
tain the contagious disease protection is 
worse than a mistake.

IMPROVING THE “LABORER'S LOT. 
Better conditions for laborers in Illinois 
are promised. The committee on safety 
appliances. for the prevention ef indus- 
trial accidents will soon make its report. 
The commission to investigate the condi- 
tions under which people in different oc- 
cupations do their work has been chosen 
and will begin its study at once. 

The pergonnel of both bodies lends en- 
couragement to the belief that systematic 
and thorough inquiry will be made and 
that sane and practical recommendations 
for needed legislation will follow. The 
governor’s selections have been excellent. 
The new commission consists of the pres- 
ident and secretary of the state board of 
health, a representative of the bureau of 
labor statistics, the chief factory in- 
spector, a leader in a great mercantile 
establishment, and other selected citizens 
whose efforts in philanthropy Have given 
them wide reputation, combining to make 
a strong commission. 

The subject they are to investigate is 
av important one. Matiy deaths are trace- 
able to the conditions of daily labor in 
factory, in mine, in store, and in other 
places where men, women, and children 
toil for their livelihood. The fact has 
long been known. The means of improv- 
ing surroundings must be considered with 
Remedial legislation must have the 
support of those who employ labor in 
order to make it most effective. 

The commission must have coöperation 
of all interested parties if it is to get 
good results. It must be bold enough to 
take*advanced ground where necessary. 
It must be tactful and judicious on occa- 
sion. The need for such a study as it is 
to make has long been apparent. In fine, 
it has a splendid opportunity to doa work 
for Ilhinois that will bring about notable 
changes in conditions of industry.

President Roosevelt undoubtedly repre 
sented the judgment of the American peo- 
ple when he vetoed the Crumpacker cen- 
sus bill, because, under its provisions, the 
census enumerators would have been ap- 
pointed regardless of civil service regu: 
lations. : 

Our senior senator says that he would 
not care if there were a law making it 
almost a criminal offense to interfere with 
small appointments in the government 
service, “but a majority of the members 
of the senate and the house seem to think 
the other way.“ The veto of the presi- 
dent has checked the legislation for the 
time being. If nothing is done now to 
pass the measure over his veto, and such 
action is improbable, the people will have 
time to let their representatives know 
what they themselves think of the propo- 
sition. : 

It is natural for the ordinary congress- 


man to hold on to every possible bit of 


patronage in a day when public sentiment 
favors the ‘civil service idea. But it ‘s 
surprising that the matter should be test- 
ed in connection with a distribution of 
plums of such insignificant number and 
value as would be the case if the Crum- 
packer bill bécame law. Delay in settle- 
ment is advantageous to the friends of 
civil service. There will be more time 
for education of congressmen. The new 
members may. look at the matter as the 
majority of the people do. It is unlikely 


that the incoming president will feel dit- 
ferently than the outgoing’ one @ does.

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LET THE CITY HAVE Ir. 

The /lllinois and Michigan canal from 
Lockport to Bridgeport is no longer used 
tor purposes of navigation. The drainage 
channel has put it out of’ commission. 
The question is, What shall be done 
with the abandoned diteh and the right 
of way—which together are 240 feet 
wide. s 
In 1906 there was enbmitted to the 
popular vote a proposition to authorize 
the canal commissioners to sell or lease 
this strip. It got a majority of the votes 
cast on the proposition, but not that 
majority of the total vote required by 
the constitution, so the projeet fell 
through. It is well that it did, because 
otherwise it would have been impossible 
to carry out one of the excellent recom- 
mendations of the harbor commission 
is that that part at least of the * 
ennal which lies within the ‘city limits 
should be turned over to the city. Then 
it could be made “the highway along 
which new railways may enter Chicago 
upon living terms, and over ‘whiclh;exist- 
ing Trailways may interchange business 
economically.” Chicago needs all the rail- 
roads it can get, and if the cost of enter- 
ing the city can be reduced it will get 
more, 

Therefore this general assembly should 
be asked to submit to the voters at the 
general election to be held next year the 
question of turning over a part of. the 
canal to the city. There would be few 
objectors to that disposition of the land. 
It the legislature were not to act this 
year a popular vote could mot be had be- 
fore 1912. That would be a long time 


to wait.

Fez tomorrow onwards, the great in- 


now about to assume the chief magis- 

tracy of this great republic, by virtue of the 
election of his fellow citizens, wasinitiated 
only the other day as a member of the craft. 
Among those belonging thereto are President 
Fallleres, who is at the head of the French 
republic, and also Emil Loubet, who was his 
Predecessor at the Elysee, while Edward 
VIL, King Gustavus of Sweden, Frederick 
VII. of Denmark, King Haakon of Norway, 
and Emperor William are likewise Masons. 
Several of them, notably the monarchs of 
Sweden, of Denmark, and of Great Britain, 
held high office in the craft until their ac- 
cession to the throne, but in each case re- 
signed the grand mastership on succeeding 
to the crown, owing to the fact that the duties 
of a Masonic grand master sometimes con- 
flict with those of a sovereign, Thus, during 
the last year of Queen Victoria's reign the 
discovery that an atheistic Masonic lodge, 
known as the Hiram lodge, had been consti- 
tuted in London under a charter from the 
Grand Orient of France, compelled the then 
Prince of Wales to issue a violently worded 
decree against French Masons, denouncing 
them as beyond the Masonic pale and pro- 
hibiting British members of the craft from 
holding any Masonic tntercourse with them. 
True, it was in keeping with the attitude as- 
sumed by the grand lodge of England in 1877, 


| when the Grand Orient ef France banished, 


so to speak, the Almighty from its lodges, 
excluding in the most rigorous fashion from 
its ceremonies all acknowledgment of or 


Mfeference to the Grand Architect of the Uni- 


verse. But in view of the role played by 
Masonry in the political life of France, where 
most of the leading statesmen from the 
president of the republic and the premier 
downwards are members of the craft, it 
was, to say the least, awkward, and it is easy 
to see that if cirecumstancee were to arise 
necessitating the issue of another such at- 
tack upon French Masons by the English 
grand lodge the connection of King Edward 
witirthe latter in the capacity of grand master 
would not merely endow the manifesto with 
an official, political, and international char- 
acter, but would be calculated to impair the 
friendly relations between the two coun- 


tries. 


> 

This danger was brought home to Edward 
VIL within a few weeks after his becoming 
king, for among the earliest petitions which 
he received on assuming the scepter was an 
appeal, signed not only by a large number 
of Turkish Freemasons but likewige by 
thousands of other members of the craft, 
calling upon him to use his influence to se- 
cure the freedom of a brother Mason, ex- 
Sultan Murad, who, according to the words 
of the petition, had for the last quarter 
of a century been imprisoned at Constanti- 
nople on the pretext of a mental malady,” 
by his younger brother, the present ruler of 
the Ottoman empire. It was perhaps for- 
tunate that a few days before this petition 
reached its destination Edward had sur- 
rendered the grand mastership of the order 
in England to his brother, the duke of Con- 
naught, since otherwise his Masonic obliga- 
tions would have forced him to take some 
steps in behalf of Murad, which might have 
clashed with the political interests of his 
empire. 

If I call attention to this it is in order to 
show that although there is nothing to pre- 
vent a Mason from holding the supreme ex- 
ecutive power_of a nation, yet that he can- 
not while in that position undertake to fill 
any Masonic’ office. President Taft will, 
therefore, have to forego any of the highest 
dignities of the order, and will be forced to 
content himself with the relatively humble 
status of a mere Master * as long as he 
remains at the White ho 

Nowadays the hostility e papacy to the 
craft—a hostility resulting largely from the | 
atheistic tendencies and doctrines of the 
Latin lodges of the order—prevents any 
Roman Catholic ruler from belonging to the 
fraternity. But in olden times it was dif- 
ferent. Thus, Louis XVI. of France, who 
met with his death on the scaffold, and his 
two younger brothers, who reigned over 
France as Louls XVIII. and Charles X. re- 
spectively, were Masons, belonging to 4 
Paris lodge known as Les Trois Freres ”’ 
(the Three Brothers). King Charles“ sgn, 
the duc de Berry, was likewise a prominent 
Mason, and 80, too, were King Louis Philippe 
and his eldest son, the duc d’Orleans, father 
of the late comte de Paris. Napoleonill,’s 
action in joining the Italian branches of the 
order as a young man involved hum in a good 
deal of trouble after becoming emperor of 
the French, for his Italian fellow craftsmen 
were continually demanding of him that he 
should sacrifice to them and to their aspira- 
tions the interests of the French nation. 

—— 

Apropos of the papacy, it may be men- 
tioned that there are four European mon- 
archs that bear titles bestowed by the Cath- 
olic church. King Edward, as every one 
knows, is Defender of the Faith,“ a desig- 
matiom conferred by Pope Leo X. in 1521 
upon Henry VIII. and his successors, in 
recognition of the manifesto which he had 
issued against the doctrines of Martin 
Luther. Henry afterwards forsook the 
Church of Rome, but was never deprived of 
the title of defender of the faith, which was 
confirmed by an English act of parliament, 
English rulers are proud of it, and the letters 
„F. D.“ are appended to their name on 
every cojn of the realm. King Alfonso bears 
the title of ‘‘ Most Catholic,” bestowed upon 
his predecessor, King Ferdinand of Spain, fn 
1495, by Pope Alexander VI. Young Manuel 
of Portugal is The Most Faithful Kinn 
(Rex Fidelissimus), by virtue of a bull issued 
by Pope Benedict XIV. to King John V. of 
Portugal in 1748. 

Emperor Francis Joseph is the “‘ Apostolic 
Majesty,” not as emperor of Austria, but as 
king of Hungary. The title of ‘‘ Rex Apos- 
tolicus "’ was bestowed in the first place hy 
Pope Sylvester II., in the year 1000. upon 
King Stephen I. of Hungary, and in 1758 the 
designation was confirmed anew by Pope 
Clement XIII. in favor of Maria Therese 
as queen or rather king of Hungary, but 
not as empress of Austria, for it must. be re- 
membered that although she virtually ruled 
Austria as well ag Hungary, yet theoretically 
it was her g natured, insignificant hus- 
band, Francis of Lorraine, who was sov-. 
ereign emperor of Austria, and that on his 
death her son Joseph succeeded to the im- 
perial crown of Austria during her lifetime. 

Formerly the French rulers bore the papal 
title ot Most Christian King.“ dating from 
the year 1460, when Louis XI. recetve 1 
from Pope Paal II. It was last used 
Charles X., Who was forced to abdicate — 
1830. King Louls Philippé refrained from 
adopting it, his example in this respect being 
followed by Napoleon III., and thus it has 
nassed out of existence.
